Upon this the King, by a 
bafe Equivocation, got rid of his Promife, and, 
inftead of fecing | the M arguis, fhui him up clofe 
Prifoner in the Tower, fent him trom thence into 
Scotland, where he was conden:ned and executed 
againii the King’s Sesitiments, and with Circum- 
ftances direétly contrary tothe Lass of the Land, 
and Natural Fuflice. After his Death, the King r 
inclined to reflore the Lord Lorn to his Ef: fe 
and Henours 5 ; but the Enemies of his Family 
warmly oppofed it, and prepoffffed the Fav] of 
Clarendon with fuch Notions, that he, by his 
Lem onfirances, kept the King trom doing what 
in — > he ought to have done, and what he 
was himtelf willing todo.

On his Arrival at Edinburgh he was immediately 
made a Prifener, tried on this fo greatly praifed 
Stature of Leafiine-mating, convicted, and re- 














ceived Sentence of Leath Never, fays a cele- 
brated Author , Was any thing jo generally cried 
Out ags ainft, unlefy it was the fecond Sen ence 
pafied cn him twenty Years after, and which

FOREIGN AFFATRS. 


HE Letters of the 13th Inft. N.S. from 
Vienna, mention a Report that General 
Pouippi hos defeated a Body of Turks in Hun- 
gary, confifting of above 2000 Men, who fell on 
his Rear Guard, but were for moft part kill’d or 
taken Pri‘oners. 

Count Seckendorf, who has his Secretary to afhitt 

him, is preparing his Anfwer to the 20 Articles 
exhibited againft him by the Aulick Council. 
*Tis faid the Emperor will appoint a Proteftaut 
Velt Marfhal to be added to the Commiffioners 
that are to inquire into his Conduct. Mean 
time ‘tis-given out, that rhe Count complains ot 
the Non-performance of the Promifes made to 
him at the Beginning of the Campaign, of the 
Slacknefs of executing his Orders in the Field ; 
and he blames the Commiflaries ot Artillery and 
Provilions, for not {ending them in due ‘Time 
to the Places where they were wanted. They 
talk alfo of fome Articles thar he has produced 
in his Defence, wherein the Mifcarriage of a 
very important Enterprize is charged on a cer- 
tain General, who has thereupon given in a folid 
Anfwer to the Court's Satisfaction. Mean time 
the Count has now two Officers in his Chamber 
to watch him, whereas before he had but one ; 
and, as if ye were afraid he would do himfelf 
‘a Mifchief, they don’t allow him any fort of 
Knife,-but ferve him with his Victuals ready 
cut, and his Pens ready made. General Schmet- 
tau is involved in the fame Accufation with the 
Count; but he is fo ill at Buda, thar he keeps 
his Bed. 

General Doxat is fent for to Vienna, to anfwer 
for his precipitant Surrender of Niffa, contrary 
to exprefs Order, and at a ‘Time too, when the 
Turks had no Artillery in their Camp to at- 
tack it. 

Thofe from Poland, confirm the Refolution 
of the Turks to befiege Oczakow before the 
Winter, and they add, that the Count de Bonne- 
val is to have the Command of the Army, which 
is actually on the March from Bender for that 
Purpofe ; and that the Grand Scignior has ac- 
quainted his Generals, that if the Expedition 
mifcarries, their Heads fhall pay for ic. 

Mean time the Pay of the Janiflaries is in- 
creafed to 7 Afpers a Day, which is double 
what they had before, and the Mufti has given 
them a Difpenfation to drink Wine; but after 
all, the cold Weather and the deep Snows thar 
have fallen in thofe Parts, muft render it ver 
dificult, if not impoflible, for them to keep the 
Field any longer this Winter.

* was already very great. 

The Commiffion appointe? to enquire iato th: 
Conduét of the Counc de Seckendorf, has not 
yet met , and they fay the Reaton is, becaule 
none«f the Members chat are nominated, cares 
to accept of the Odice ef Prefident of the faid 
Commiilion : So that vhen it will Gr, or who 
will be the Prefident, is notyet knoum Tae 
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. Velt Marfhal de Khevenhuller, who came to 


Vienna upon Affairs relating to the Count, is re- 
turned to Hungary to take upon him the Com- 
mand of the Forces, in the room ef rhe Marfhal 
Philippi, who is likewile ordered to repair to 
Court. 

Theft Letters confirm the Preparations made 
by the ‘Turks for the Siege of Oczakow, men- 
tioned above, and give the following Particulars 
thereot, in a Letter irom Chotzim of ihe 30th of 
Octob:r; ‘That the Scruskier-Bathaw of Bender 
having received Orders from the Grand Signior 
to citpolt every Thing tor undertaking the Sicge 
of Oczakow as toon as potlible, the roth of Octo- 
ber the Bafhaw reviewed the Troops defigned 
fot that Siege, confilting of ¢c,coo Men, among 
which there are 20,c0c Juniffarics; ‘Phat the 
1ith chofe ‘Troops began to fie off towards Oc- 
wakow, and the refk tock the fame Route the 
following Days. "That the Grand Signior being 
wiliiig to give Count Penxevalan Opp oreunity of 
fhewing his Skiil in the Art of War, his High- 
nets has charged him with the Sicge of that 
Town. Thatthe 15th that Genera! arrived at 
Bender with a numerous Retinue, and was re- 
ceived under a general Ditcharge of the Cannon 
of that Place; That the Bafhaw came out to 
meet him, and conducted him to the Caftle ; the 
Garrifon lining the Strects through which the 
Count pafled, and a vaft Crowd cf People, by 
their Acclamations, proclaiming the great Idea 
they have conceiv'd of him. ‘That fince his Ar- 
rival at Bender, he has been bufy in giving Or- 
ders about conveying the Artillery and Provifions 
to Oczakow. “That amongft the ‘Troops which 
are to be employed in the Siege of that Place, 
tbe Count defigns to make ule of the Regiment 
and the Body of Artillery-Men which he has 
eftablifned upon the European Footing, That 
all the Officers, who are to command under 
him at this Siege, have received Orders to obey 
him punctually under Pain of Death. That this 
General flatters himf2lf with the Hopes of re- 
taking Oczakow in a fhort time, and depends as 
much upon the Ardour of the ‘Troops, as upon 
their Atfeétion and the Confidence tle, repofe 
in his Capacity. 

Letters from Genoa inferm, that the French 
Commiilary Ploux arrived there the oth Inftant, 
from whence he foon fet out for Antibes, and 
difpatched a Courier to his Court, with an Ac- 
count of the Succefs of his Commiffion. That 
Officer has been at St Florent and at Calvi ; and 
it feems to have been refolved to make ule of

Laft Sunday, the zoth Inftant, between the 
Hours of Eleven and Twelve at Night, her mof 
Gracious Majefty Wituetmina Dorko- 
THEA CAROLINA, Queen Confort cf Great 
Britain, departed this Lite, atter an Illneis of 
Tweive Days, to the inexpreflible Grief of his 
Majefty and the Royal Family. The many 
great and exemplary Vertues which fo emi- 
nenily diftinguifhed her Majefly in every Cha- 
ra¢ter of Lite, and had long been the Objeé& of 
univerfal Etteem and Admuration, render the 
Death ef this moft excellent Princefs an un- 
ipeaksble Lo‘s to the whele Nation. 

Her Majefty was aged 55 Years, $ Months, 
and 13 Days. She was Daughter of Joln-Fre- 
derick, Marquis of Brandenburg-Anipach, by 
Eleanor Erdmuth-Louila, his fecond Wife, 
(Daughter to John-George, Duke of Saxe- 
Eylenach.) Her Majetty was born March 1, 
io$2-3, and was married to his Majetty at 
Hanover, Auguft 22, 1705. at a Time when fhe 
was fo much admired throughout the Empire, 
that fhe was courted to marry Charles the then 
King of Spain, and now Emperor of Germany. 
‘To bring abour that Match all imaginable Ar- 
tifices were ufed to perfuade her to change her 
Religion, but all to no Purpofe: She rejected 
thofe Offers ; and fuch an uncommcen Virtue was 
the chict Motive of the Elector ot Uanover (the 
iste King of Great Britain) to chooie her tor 
the Wife of his Son the Ele¢toral Prince, ou 
pretent Moft Gracious Sovereign ; which oc 
calioned fuch a Joy at that Time among all the 
Proteftants, not only of the Empire but of 
Europe, as nothing can equal bur the Sorrow 
they felt fince they firft receiv’d the News that 
her precious Life was in Danger. ; 

This Moft Excellent Queen, who was Crown'd 
with his Majefty on the tith of October, 1727- 
had Iflue by his Maj<fly 4 Sons and 5 Daughters, 
viz. Frederick Lewis, Prince of Wales, bora 
January 25, 1706; Anne, Princefs of Orange, 
born Ogtober 22, 1709; the Princes Amelia 
Sophia, born May 30, 1711; the Princefs Ca- 
rolina Elizabeth, born May 30,1713 ; William 
Aupufus, Duke ef Cumberland, born April 155 
1721; the Prince's Mary, born February 22, 
1723; the Princefs Louiia, born December 7, 
1324; which are allliving: A Prince, dead 
born, November 0, 1-16; and George William,

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ke of Gloucefter, born November 2, 1717, 

yho died the 6th of February following. Her 

Majefty was taken ill on Tuciday the Sth inftanr,

‘ be faid to be one of the moft learned Princefles 
‘ jn Europe. Having loft the Margrave of Bran- 

‘denburg Anfpach her Father, when fhe was 
‘very young, and her Mother the Princefs 
‘of Saxe-Eyfenach marrying again to John 
‘George IV. Elector of Saxony, fhe was left 
‘under the Guardianthip of Frederick EleGor 
tof Brandenburg, afterwards King of Prufha, 
‘by which Means fhe fpent Parc of her early 
‘Days at the Court of Berlin, where the 
‘ Blectorefs, who was Sifter to the late King 
‘George I. gave her a Tinéture of ber own 
‘ Politene{S, and infpired her with thofe fublime

“ Woren ficting at the Feet, and another at 
“ the Head, in an open Chariot richly adorned, 
“drawn by eight Hortes, clofe covered with 
“ Purple Velvet, and adorned with Efcutchcors 
“Cand Feathers; fix Bannerols on each Side 
“ borne by Baronets, the Pall being fupported 
“ by the Earls of Derby and Kent, Lord Marquis 
“ of Normanby, Dukes of Northemberland, Somer-
